John H. Kiplinger, former Rn-h- 
•ville attorney who has been acting 
as the Tinted States representative 
on the inter-allied commission su­ 
pervising the return of German war 
loot, spoke to tlie Rotary club today 
noon a t the Social club, describing 
the conditions as he found them in 
Europe. lie was introduced by John 
A. Tits worth. 


He asserted that the situation was 
not as bad as it is painted in this 
country, either m Germany, France, 
or England, but declared th a t the 
former Austrian capital, Vienna, is 
in a deplorable state. Mr. Kiplinger 
-aid that people were dicing 
daily 
from starvation. 


He stated, however, that Germany 
and France were much better situ at­ 
ed than England, where there arc 
many people without employment. 
The former Rushville attorney al­ 
so warned against the 
propaganda 
that is being generated in Europe to 
mold public opinion in the 
United 
States. 


At the beginning of his 
address, 
Mr. Kiplinger recalled a funny ex- 
jperience as typical of Europeans. He 
was in discussion with a Frenchman, 
who inquired as to whether he was 
a diplomat.
